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Library Status 


Can Affect Aid

No action was taken on the reminder that the 


Corsicana Public Library will lose its status as 
a Class Two library unless a qualified librarian 
is hired. 


At the library board meeting Monday af- 


ternoon Mrs. Will Miller, the secretary, 
remarked that, according to a letter she 
received from the State Library in Austin, the 
deadline for hiring a librarian with proper 
credentials is August of this year. 


If the library loses Class Two status, Title 


One federal money will be discontinued. Title 
One funds allocated for 1973 were $2,900; funds 
designated for 1974 will be $1,017. 


Mrs. Marcia Braly, head librarian, has a 


bachelor's degree from North Texas State 
University, but Texas Library rules state that a 
head librarian must have a master's degree in 
library science from an accredited school. 


North Texas State, Texas Woman's 


University, and the University of Texas are the 
only three accredited schools in Texas where 
master's degrees in library science may be 
obtained. 


ALTHOUGH .no formal vote was taken, the 
general consensus of the board in an informal 
discussion during the meeting was that Mrs. 
Braly be retained as head librarian, Mayor Sue 
Youngblood, library board chairman, said 
Tuesday. 


It was also brought out in the meeting that 


the county, while donating its $5,000 yearly 
contribution, had taken the money from the 
Revenue Snaring Fund, which cannot be 
matched dollar for dollar by the state. Only 
around $1,200 could be matched last year, said 
Mrs. Braly. 


Julius Jacobs offered to talk to the county 


commissioners at their next meeting. 


EM THE MONTHLY report made by the 


librarian for December, 1973, it was stated that 
circulation of books and pictures was 8,953. 
Mrs. Braly said that the slightly decreased 
circulation was probably due to the Christmas 
holidays. 


Library funds amounted to $107, and the 


amount deposited from Xerox copies was $275. 
Book purchase totaled $1,176. 


When questioned by Jacobs about the 


relatively large amount of books purchased in a 
three-month time period, Mrs. Braly explained 
that althought the library might order a large 
shipment of books one month, the next month 
hardly any books would be purchased. 


MRS. MILLER, who is also genealogical 


librarian, gave her report on books purchased 
from the first of September until the last of 
December. The library, she said, purchased 
books totalling $157. Gifts and memorials 
totalled $565. 


"I just want to bring out the fact that gifts 


and memorials provide a large amount of our 
genealogical books," said Mrs. Miller, "more 
than the library buys." 


Mrs. Miller also announced that Mrs. Ted 


Ferguson had added two books to the Annie 
Carpenter Love Memorial Collection. Mrs. 
Ferguson started the collection of genealogy 
books last year in memory of the late Mrs. 
Love, 
who wrote "The History of Navarro 


County." 
MRS. BRALY mentioned that the Xerox 


representative had asked that the machine now 
in use at the library be exchanged for a "more 
modern" model; she said that the shortage of 
Xerox paper might cause removal of the 
machine if paper could not be purchased soon. 
It was decided by the board that the present 
machine be kept.

Integration Hearing 
Is Moved to Houston 


The Thursday hearing con- 


cerning the Corsicana School 
District's integration plan has 
been moved from Dallas to 
Houston, according to an at- 
torney for the Corsicana School 
Board, Bob Gladney. 


The 
hearing, 
originally 


scheduled for 10 a.m. in the 
Federal Building in Dallas, will 
now be held Thursday at 1:30 
p.m. in Room 209 of the Bellford 
Square Building, 6711 Bellford 
Boulevard in Houston. The new 
hearing location is the office of 
the Bureau of Hearings and 
Appeals. 


THE CHANGE was made 


because a hearing room could 
not be obtained in Dallas, 
Gladney was informed by Jerry 
Luck, attorney with the Civil 
Rights Division of HEW. 


The hearing was scheduled 


after a motion was filed on 
behalf 
of 
the 
Corsicana 


Independent 
School District 


asking for additional finding of 
fact in the school's integration 
plan dispute with the Depart- 
ment of Health, Education and 
Welfare. 
Federal 


Administrative Judge Clarence 


S. Fletcher-who ruled in favor 
of the Corsicana 
integration 


plan on Oct. 4-is being asked by 
the Corsicana School District to 
rule whether Peter Holmes of 
the Civil Rights Division of 
HEW acted "arbitrarily 
or 


capriciously" in refusing to 
accept the school's plan for 
desegregation 
of 
Lincoln 


Elementary School. 


GLADNEY explained to The 


Daily Sun during a previous 
interview that, although Judge 
Fletcher ruled in favor of the 
school on Oct. 4, his ruling was 
not clear as to whether Holmes 
acted 
"arbitrarily 
or 


capriciously" in rejecting the 
plan. 


Gladney indicated he doesn't 


expect Judge Fletcher to hand 
down a ruling 
immediately 


after hearing arguments in the 
case. He will most likely accept 
arguments for study before 
making a ruling, according to 
the school attorney. 


If the appeal goes further 


than the Thursday hearing in 
Houston, it is expected to go 
before the Reviewing Authority 
of HEW in Washington. 


Local Police Officer Fired, 
Then Reinstated by Chief

Corsicana Police Officer Mike 


Atkeisson told the City Com- 
mission he "was fired" Tues- 
day afternoon by Police Chief 
Don Massey. 


Chief Massey acknowledged 


Atkeisson's dismissal from the 
police force-due to Civil Service 
irregularities—then "recalled 
his 
termination 
notice'' 


following a lengthy executive 
session of the City Commission. 
Both Chief Massey and Officer 
Atkeisson 
attended 
that 


meeting. 


The commission alscv met 


with 
Dr. 
L. 
E. 
McGary, 


chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission, 
and Roosevelt 


Pease, Civil Service Director, 
during 
the 
hour-and-a-half 


executive session, according to 
City Attorney Glenn Stewart. 


Stewart 
made 
a 
formal 


statement 
following 
the 


executive session concerning its 
nature. He said "new matters 
were brought to the attention of 
all parties involved that in- 
dicate Officer Atkeisson may 
have achieved full Civil Service 
status." 


STEWART continued, "Since 


it appeared to Chief Massey 
that Officer Atkeisson may be 
entitled to all rights as a per- 
manent Civil Service employe, 
Chief 
Massey 
recalled 
his 


termination notice earlier given 
to Officer Atkeisson." 


"The members of the Civil 


Service Commission present 
(Dr. McGary and Pease) in- 
dicated they would review Civil 
Service records to determine 
Officer Atkeisson's true status 
as a Civil Service employe," 
Stewart said. 


He added. "Earlier in the day 


Chief Massey issued a ter- 
mination 
notice to Officer 


Atkeisson 
to 
comply 
with 


previous notice of the Civil 
Service 
Commission: 
'Mike 


Atkeisson's 
appointment as 


patrolman had not been in full 
compliance with city Civil 
Service rules and regulations 
and state law.' " 


"If it develops that Officer 


Atkeisson had reached full Civil 
Service Status, then it appears 
he may not now be penalized for 
irregularities that took place in 
processing his original ap- 
plication and 
appointment," 


Stewart concluded. 


FOLLOWING the executive 


session, Chief Massey said he 
feels there has been a "break- 
down 
in 
communications" 


concerning the entire matter, 


but "it will be corrected im- 
mediately." 


Chief Massey said he plans to 


"work much closer with the 
Civil Service Commission and 
Civil Service Director to see 
these 
things don't happen 


again." 


Officer Atkeisson told the City 


Commission during its regular 
meeting 
he 
feels 
he 
was 


discriminated 
against when 


fired. He said "other officers 
have been given an opportunity 
to "lose weight" and remain on 
the police force. 


Atkeisson referred to Officers 


Wallace Wigfall and Nolan 
Carraway, whom the 
Civil 


Service Commisssion says are 
overweight. 


THE CIVIL Service Com- 


mission had asked Massey to 
dismiss 
Atkeisson 
because 


members say he did not receive 
an acceptable Army discharge 
for 
employment. Atkeisson 


received 
a 
Bad 
Conduct 


discharge. 


The Civil Service Commission 


said all three officers are on 
probationary 
status-meaning 


they are still in their first six 
months of employment. This 
status permits dismissal, ac- 
cording to the commission, but 
Chief Massey had previously 
refused. 


Following 
Tuesday's 


executive session, Stewart said, 
"As to the other two officers, 
Wigfall and Carraway, it ap- 
pears they will be given an 
opportunity 
to bring 
their 


weight within Civil Service 
requirements." 


Efforts to contact Officer 


Atkeisson this morning for 
comment were unsuccessful.

The Corsicana City Com- 


mission voted to change the 
direction in which the new city 
hall-still in the planning stages 
-will face when built. 


Moffat Adams, architect for 


the new building, recommended 
the realignment during a city 
council 
"work 
session" 


Tuesday morning. Rather than 
face 
West 
Fifth 
Ave. 
as 


originally proposed, the new 
city hall will face North 12th St. 


ADAMS told the commission 


the change will be economically 
advantageous 
because 
the 


building's elevation will be 
lower. He said this measure will 
reduce 
construction 
costs 


"considerably." 


Other plus factors for the 


change, according to Adams, 
include the facts the North 12th 
St. alignment permits saving 
more large, permanent trees. 
Facing the building in this 
direction also meets the city's 
master plan, he added. 


Adams noted another im- 


portant consideration is that 
firetrucks can enter and leave 
the new fire station-to be built 
on the same block with the city 
hall-via a major thoroughfare: 
North 13th St. He said this 
facilitates better traffic flow, 
both for fire equipment and 
normal traffic. 


THE 
REMAINDER of the 


morning work session was used 
to iron out planning problems 


with representatives from local 
utilities. 


Adams and three associates 


discussed 
minor 
technical 


arrangements 
with 


representatives 
from 
Texas 


Power and Light, Lone Star 
Gas, 
Southwestern 
Bell 


Telephone and Corsicana Cable 
Television. 


Adams said the new city hall 


will have natural gas heating 
and electrical air conditioning. 
He said he also hopes all utility 
lines to the building will be 
underground.

Vote at Rice Brings Grumbling 


Water Group's Directors Are Retained in Proxy Voting

RICE - Several Rice citizens 


told The Daily Sun last week 
they are displeased with the 
manner in which the Rice Water 
Supply and Sewer Service Corp. 
conducts business. 


Complaints 
were 
made 


following 
a 
shareholders 


meeting of the corporation on 
Tuesday, Jan. 8, at which tune 
two slates of nominees to serve 
as directors were voted on. A 
vote by show of hands of those 
present was 10 to nine in favor 
of "new" directors over present 
directors for the corporation, 
according to Rice Water Corp. 
President James E. Fortson. 
But they were not certified as 
elected. 


These new directors were 


nominated by Mrs. Sid Schutte 
of 
Richardson, 
who 
owns 


property in Rice. Her nominees 
included Don Loper, Wayne 
Christian, Robert Keele, Austin 
(Flint) Hunt, Morris Dobbins, 
Rufus 
Ribble, 
and 
John 


Bowden. 


FORTSON, 
who 
presided 


over the meeting, said he did 
not vote. He said, however, that 
he had 242 proxy votes in his 
possession at the meeting, and 
these were voted in favor of 
keeping the present 
water 


board, with one exception. 
Therefore the present slate was 
retained. 


Rufus Ribble was a nominee 


to the board by both those op- 


posing the present board and 
those 
backing 
it. 
Ribble 


replaces George Cole, who left a 
director's position open on the 
water board when he moved out 
of town. 


Other members of the present 


Rice Water Board include 
president 
James 
Fortson, 


Robert Bailey, J. Worth Benton, 
Rufus Ribble, 0. L. Gilbert, 
Dow Manaley, and G. H. Ware. 


Several Rice Water Corp. 


shareholders said a vote was 
passed at a 1973 meeting of the 
corporation in favor of doing 
away with the use of proxy 
votes. They contend, therefore, 
that the nominees presented by 
Mrs. Schutte should be con- 
sidered elected as the new 
board of directors or at least 
tied with the votes received by 
the present board. 


BOB GLADNEY, the water 


corporation's 
attorney, 
was 


present at the 1973 meeting, and 
he does not recall such a vote. 
He said it is his understanding 
the Rice corporation's bylaws 
provide that any shareholder 
who does not plan to be present 
at the corporation's 
annual 


shareholder's 
meeting 
may 


designate in writing someone to 
cast his or her vote. 


Though no one asked to 


examine the proxies at the 
meeting, 
Fortson 
said 
he 


imagines anyone could examine 
them, depending on the cir- 
cumstances. He said the Rice 
Water Board would have to 


decide who is allowed to see the 
proxies. 


Concerning a motion passed 


by shareholders in favor of 
changing 
the 
corporation's 


scheduled 
shareholder's 


meeting time, Fortson said a 
request to change the time is 
being submitted to Farmers 
Home Administration, which 
must approve the request, since 
the 
administration 
provides 


loans 
and 
guidelines 
for 


operating the rural system. 


LEE 
TUNNEL, 
County 


supervisor of FHA, said he will 
contact the state FHA director 
on behalf of the Rice cor- 
poration in requesting a time 
change. 


The regularly scheduled time 


for the annual shareholder's 


meeting is the first Tuesday of 
each Jan. at 4 p.m. 


Several Rice Water Corp. 


shareholders 
indicated they 


would like to see the 4 p.m. 
meeting rescheduled for later in 
the day. when more persons are 
off 
from 
work. 
Fortson, 


however, said it is his un- 
derstanding that a different day 
is being asked for and not 
necessarily a different time of 
day. 


Tunnel said the corporation's 


bylaws do not specify what hour 
of day the corporation must 
meet, but merely the day and 
month. The time of day for the 
meeting can be changed by a 
vote of the shareholders, he 
indicated, and does not require 
permission from the state FHA 
office. 


Ribble Seeks 'Communication' 


RICE-"I'm going to try to bring communication," says 


Rufus Ribble, the one new member on the board of directors 
of the Rice Water Supply and Sewer Service Corp. 


Ribble made the comment last week following a Rice 


Water Corp. shareholders meeting at which there was some 
disagreement over how the corporation conducts business. A 
small group of shareholders in the corporation say they want 
to be kept better informed on the management of the water 
system. 


Ribble - who was elected to the water corporation's board 


of directors by backers of the present water board as well as 
those who presented a new slate of candidates-says he wants 
to "bring peace and harmony" within the corporation. 


"I intend to get the word out to the people how the system 


operates," the new board member added. He said this will 
include providing a financial statement.

ning his retirement for some 
years, and the first stage of it 
was to be his return to Califor- 
nia upon completion of an $18 
million museum to house his art 
collection. The museum, a 
replica of a Roman villa and 
garden on a 10-acre site over- 
looking the Pacific Ocean at 
Malibu, took took three years to 
build.

Kirk, a red-haired Laborite, has 
demanded in the House of Lords 
that couples going to bed early 
for patriotic reasons be given 
contraceptive advice. 


Britain's television networks 


have to close at 10:30 p.m. dur- 
ing the current energy crisis, 
and the government has said it 
is patriotic to light and heat only 
one room in the home.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Dr. 


Walter Tkach, President Nix- 
on's physician, temporarily has 
delayed asking the President 
about making a date for his 
overdue annual physical exam- 
ination. 


Dr. Tkach said he was going 


to ask Nixon on Tuesday about 
making the appointment. 


But he said that when he saw 


the President, "he was in such a 
good mood I didn't want to 
depress him." 


Nixon was due to have his 


annual physical at Bethesda 
Medical Center on Dec. 18, but 
Tkach said the President post- 
poned it because of the pressure 
of business.

He had been chairman of the 
Agriculture Committee for 16 
years when Republican busi- 
nessman James Gardner de- 
feated him in 1966 in a second 
race against the congressman. 
Cooley was the seventh-ranking 
House member in terms of se- 
niority when defeated. 


Czech Leader Dies 


PRAGUE, 
Czechoslovakia 


(AP) — Josef Smrkovsky, 63, 
who together with Alexander 
Dubcek and Kudvik Svoboda 
formed the Big Three of the 
Czechoslovak Communist party 
during the abortive "Prague 
Spring" in 1968, has died of 
bone cancer, his family said 
Tuesday. Under Dubcek, he be- 
came president of the National 
Assembly and was one of the 
most popular figures in the re- 
gime. He fell into obscurity 
after the Soviet invasion and 
the installation of the Soviet- 
backed Gustav Husak regime. 


Mighty Big Raise 


OAKLAND, Calif. (AP) - 


Tilmon Rochelle says he be- 
lieved his employer had finally 
realized his true worth, but he's 
in jail charged with grand 
theft. 


Rochelle was earning $359 a 


month to clean airplanes for 
World Airways. He felt he was 
being underpaid and asked for 
a raise. 


He got one last August, hik- 


ing his salary to $389.50 a 
month. 


But through a computer error 


he started receiving $389.50 an 
hour, and his weekly paychecks 
rose to more than $5,000. 


And the 43-year-old majority 


leader of the Michigan Senate 
has been promised Ford's sup- 
port in a general election cam- 
paign for the 5th Congressional 
District seat the GOP has held 
since 1916. 


"The primary indicates that 


the voters were looking for a 
man who could fill Jerry Ford's 
shoes," VanderLaan said Tues- 
day night after overwhelming 
three challengers in the party 
primary.

626 and another state senator, 
Milton Zaagman, trailed with 
4,354. 


Richard Vander Veen, a 51- 


year-old Grand Rapids lawyer 
who ran unopposed for the 
Democratic nomination, had 4,- 
696 votes. 


Vander Veen, who lost to Ford 


in 1958, and VanderLaan clash 
in the general election Feb. 18. 
The ballot will also include 
Socialist Labor and American 
Independent party candidates. 


As campaign workers and 


well wishers congratulated 
VanderLaan at a victory party 
in a downtown hotel, Ford 
called. 


"Jerry congratulated me and 


said he was sure I'll make a 
great congressman. He'll do ev- 
erything he can to secure my 
election Feb. 18," VanderLaan 
said.

Dead Elephant Gets Mail 


BEDTIME 
or boredom? 


Whatever it is, "Keno," a 
cub at the St. Augustine, 
Fla., Aquatarium, opens 
wide enough to delight a 
jungle dentist. 


MEDFORD, Mass. (AP) - 


Jumbo, the pride of P.T. Barn- 
urn's pachyderm 
herd, has 


been dead for almost 89 years. 
But that doesn't seem to deter 
his fans, who send the elephant 
a pile of mail each year. 


Jumbo, who was killed when 


he was struck by a train in On- 
tario, was said by Barnum to 
be the largest elephant in cap- 
tivity — 12 feet tall and weigh- 
ing seven tons. 


In 1889, four years after the 


elephant was killed, the circus 
king donated its skeleton to the 
American Museum of Natural 
History in New York. The skin, 
however, was sent to Tufts Uni- 
versity, where the elephant was 
mounted and placed in the uni- 
versity's P.T. Barnum Mu- 
seum. 


The elephant became the 


Tufts mascot, with the school's 
athletic teams known as the 
"Jumbos." 


Jumbo long has been popular 


on the Tufts campus. William H. 
Wells, assistant to the univer- 
sity's president, said one couple 
was married in front of the ani- 
mal. Other students used to 
stuff pennies into the elephant's 
trunk for luck. 


From time to time, Wells 


said, anonymous pranksters put 
a mortarboard atop Jumbo's 
ample brow to give the old boy 
some academic standing. 


The fan mail is a big mys- 


tery. The letters come in each 
opring from points south — 
largely from Louisville, Shelby 
and Paducah, Ky., as well as 
from some small towns in Ten- 


nessee. 


"The letters are from young- 


sters, 8, 9 and 10 years old," 
Wells 
said. 
"They 
arrived 


about the same time each year 
and we get 40, 50, 60 of them. 


"They always ask for a good 


story about him and a picture. 
They also ask questions like, 
'Does he eat peanuts?'" Wells 
said. 


Wells said the letters have 


been coining in at least since 
he came to Tufts in 1965 — and 
probably before that as well. 
They are addressed to Jumbo, 
or sometimes to Dumbo, in 
care of Tufts.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - If 


you need extra gasoline under 
the administration's proposed 
rationing plan, the only way to 
get it - short of qualifying as a 
hardship case — would be to 
buy somebody's ration coupons 
and pay his price. 


Well-financed brokers could 


buy up available coupons and 
resell them at jacked-up prices. 
John Hill, an assistant director 
of the Federal Energy Office, 
confirmed in an interview Tues- 
day. 


The rich could buy coupons 


at premium prices to run lim- 
ousines or yachts. 


And the guy who drives for a 


living and needs additional 
gasoline to maintain or in- 
crease his income would have 


to join the bidding for coupons. 


But Hill said the energy of- 


fice believes there is enough 
flexibility in gasoline buying 
habits to prevent extreme 
prices for coupons. 


Hill admitted the system 


would allow some unfairness in 
the distribution. But he argued 
that a complex system of prior- 
ities among users would involve 
arbitrary decisions that could 
be equally unfair and would be 
an administrative nightmare. 


The plan was proposed Tues- 


day by FEO administrator Wil- 
liam E. Simon as one possible 
blueprint for building a standby 
gasoline rationing system. The 
system may never be used. 


Simon announced last Dec. 27 


the administration's decision to 


set up a standby system, and to 
wait and see if rationing really 
becomes necessary. 


Essential services and other 


businesses that buy gasoline in 
bulk will get their supplies first 
under 
fuel allocation regu- 


lations put into effect late Mon- 
day. 


Gasoline stations would share 


whatever gasoline is left over. 
Normally, that's about 72 per 
cent of total gasoline supply, 
the Transportation Department 
has estimated. 


But Simon's Federal Energy 


Office estimates gasoline will 
be about 20 per cent short of 
demand early this year. 


Motorists who do not buy in 


bulk, but fuel their vehicles at 
service stations, would all come 
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under coupon rationing if it be- 
comes necessary. 


Every licensed driver at least 


18 years old — and some 
younger ones who could demon- 
strate need — would be given 
an official card authorizing him 
to get ration coupons. 


Under Simon's proposal the 


motorist would pick up his cou- 
pons four times a year at a dis- 
tribution center. Each time he 
would present his authorization 
card and driver's license and 
each time a rationing agent 
would tear a tab off the author- 
ization card until the entire 
card was collected at the end of 
the year and it was time to get 
a new one. 


The driver would pay three 


dollars for each three-month 


supply of coupons. 


To purchase gasoline at a 


service 
station, the driver 


would have to hand over cou- 
pons matching the amount pur- 
chased. 


The value of the coupons in 


terms of gasoline, however, 
might be changed from month 
to month, depending on nation- 
wide gasoline supply levels. 


In other words, the FEO 


might declare each coupon val- 
id for the purchase of one gal- 
lon in one month, then change 
a coupon's validity to half a 
gallon or maybe two gallons 
the next month. 


Private users would receive 


gasoline rations depending on 
the population density and the 
mass transit facilities where 


they live. 


Areas of lower population 


density or poor mass transit 
would get larger gasoline ra- 
tions than areas of higher popu- 
lation density or well-developed 
transit systems. 


The maximum coupons would 


go to people living outside ur- 
banized areas and in urbanized 
areas with populations lower 
than 100,000.

Kissinger Says 
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BISCUITS

JERUSALEM (AP) -Secre- 


tary of State Henry A. Kissin- 
ger flew back to Egypt today, 
reporting that differences be- 
tween the Israelis and Egyp- 
tians over plans to separate 
their armies on the Suez front 
"have been substantially 
nar- 


rowed." 


After talks with Israeli offi- 


cials that lasted until 4 a.m., 
Kissinger said the discussions 
were "making good progress." 
He said he would return to Is- 
rael with Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat's response to Is- 
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rael's 
latest 
ideas on dis- 


engagement 
plans, 
and 
he 


hoped that on his return "the 
remaining difficulties will be 
narrowed even more and can 
be eliminated." 


"The differences which exist- 


ed have been substantially nar- 
rowed, and I hope progress will 
lead to an agreement which 
would mark a turning point in 
the 
conflict in 
the 
Middle 


East," said Kissinger, hatless 
despite a chill rain and carry- 
ing a trench coat on his arm. 


However, 
Israeli 
political 


sources said Kissinger was en- 
countering difficulty over guar- 
antees for Israel's security and 
ways to inspect a reduction of 
Egyptian forces and fire power 
on the east side of the Suez Ca- 
nal. 


The sources said Israel wants 


an Egyptian pledge to the 
United States — and possibly to 
the Soviet Union — to stick to 
the terms of a disengagement 
agreement. Sadat so far had re- 
fused to give any firm under- 
taking on any proposed terms 
of withdrawal, they said. 


Israeli officials said earlier 


these serious obstacles to an 
agreement remained: 


—Israel's demand that Egypt 


trim its forces on the east bank 
of the Suez Canal by removing 
heavy guns and missiles. Egypt 
has refused so far to agree to 
this. 


—Cairo's insistence on an Is- 


raeli commitment that it will 
continue 
troop 
withdrawals 


after the initial disengagement 
takes place. 


—Israel's demand that Cairo 


officially end the state of bellig- 
erence with Israel. Egypt, ac- 
cording to Israeli officials, has 
refused. 


Kissinger took Israel's first 


formal proposal for a troop dis- 
engagement to Sadat in Aswan, 
Egypt, on Sunday. He returned 
Tuesday night with Egyptian 
counterproposals. 


He met Tuesday morning and 


afternoon with Deputy Premier 
Yigal Allon, Defense Minister 
Moshe Dayan, Foreign Minister 
Abba Eban and Lt. Gen. David 
Elazar, the military chief of 
staff. He also called on Pre- 
mier Golda Meir, who is at 
home with a case of shingles. 


After the morning session, 


Kissinger said he had the im- 
pression the Israelis 
found 


"constructive aspects" in the 
Egyptian proposals. But Eban 
said he would like an ex- 
pression from the Egyptians 
that they saw constructive as- 
pects in the Israeli proposals. 


Kissinger also had said on 


Monday that he believed the 
differences between the Israelis 
and Egyptians had been arrow- 
ed substantially. Eban con- 
ceded only that each round in 
the back-and-forth talks took 
the negotiators into "more and 
more details." 


The Israeli command said 


three Israeli soldiers were 
wounded Tuesday in a battle in- 
side Suez City. Syria claimed 
that at least 20 Israelis were 
killed or wounded Tuesday in a 
clash on the central sector of 
the Golan Heights front. An Is- 
raeli communique reported a 
series of clashes there but said 
there were no Israeli casu- 
alties. 


Economist Urges 
Looking to Future 


COLLEGE STATION, Tex. 


(AP) — "How much time do 
you devote to thinking about 
and planning for the future?" 
asks Wayne Hayenga, econo- 
mist for the Texas Agricultural 
Extension Service. 


"Managing change is as im- 


portant in the business of farm- 
ing and ranching as it is in any 
other business. Part of what is 
involved is learning to respect 
time, especially the manager's 
time," points out the Texas 
A&M University System spe- 
cialist. 


Hayenga cites a successful 


business consultant who said 
recently, "One yardstick I have 
found useful in assessing the 
real strength of a company is 
how much time its very best 
people devote to the future. 
Wherever I see most of the 
company preoccupied with to- 
day's and next month's and 
even this year's problems- 
very frequently I find an enter- 
prise that was either in or 
headed for trouble. 


"On the other hand, the best 


managed corporations, I find, 
are those that invest substan- 
tial amounts of their most pre- 
cious resource—the time of 
their top managers-^in the fu- 
ture." 


According to Hayenga, these 


companies protect their future 
by defining future problems 
and opportunities and, most im- 
portant, deciding how to best 
shape the future instead of 
being shocked by it.

Martin emphasized the 
back-up protection the unit 
would provide when he was 
away from the mobile unit in his 
car. He said the walkie-talkie 
will keep him in touch with law 
enforcement officers as far 
away as Dallas. Martin said the 
walkie-talkie would cost Kerens 
approximately $240 and that a 
federal grant would cover the 
rest of the $1,300 to $1,400 total 
cost. 


The council directed Ray find 


out what federal grant will 
cover the cost and to check with 
county commissioners if the 
$240 can be paid with revenue 
sharing funds. Ray was asked to 
have this information for the 
next council meeting, Tuesday 
Feb. 5. 


Mayor Spurlock also asked 


the city secretary to work out a 
pay scale with Joyce Crawford, 
new part-time help in the office.

Ex-Patient Teaches Retarded 


SEATTLE (AP) - For 22 


years, Richard Alexander was 
considered mentally retarded 
and confined to an institution. 
Now he teaches the mentally 
handicapped. 


Alexander, 46, has seven stu- 


dents at a Seattle mental health 
care facility. The agency direc- 
tor, Gary W. Hammons, says 
Alexander is a phenomenal 
teacher. 


"Where 
professionally 


trained instructors have failed 
to motivate 
the 
mentally 


handicapped in such areas as 
simple 
mathematks 
and 


reading and other basic skills, 
Alexander has them lapping it 


up," Hammons said. 


"He's 
a model for these 


people," 
Hammons 
added. 


"He's a success and he's one of 
them and they admire him. He 
knows how to give support and 
get their support." 


Alexander was released from 


the Rainier School at Buckley 
in 1966. He had been committed 
to the school at age 15 and 
again at age 19. He said as a 
child he suffered from an ill- 
ness that caused brain damage 
due to high fever. He com- 
mitted various small crimes. 


"I stole and did things I was 


sorry about after. I'm ashamed 
of them now," he said. 


"But it was not unusual to 


lock people up in such places 
as Rainier in those days, and 
that's what they did to me." 


A Rainier School employe 


who knew Alexander said he 
was only mildly retarded if at 
all. 


At Rainier he often worked 14 


hours a day, seven days a week 
doing different physical jobs 
and 
feeding 
and 
changing 


patients in the profoundly re- 
tarded area. 


"When I ran away, they put 


me on the road gang picking 
stones for punishment," 
he 


said. "It was slave labor. I got 
no pay." 


After his release, he went 


back to Rainier and worked as 
a volunteer and tour guide. 


Later, he learned teaching 


and counseling skills in an 
adult education program 
at 


Fort Steilacoom Community 
College. 


Alexander, who is married, 


has held his present job with 
the Northwest Center for the 
Retarded for two months. 


As an outreach worker, he 


also scouts Seattle's Skid Road 
area for mentally ill people 
who need help. He says many 
people 
released 
from 
in- 


stitutions gravitate 
to Skid 


Road.

HOUSTON (AP) - Six mas- 


sage parlors were raided by

officers

proprietors were charged with 
the new felony offense of ag- 
gravated promotion of prostitu- 
tion. 


Ten persons were arrested. 
Sgt. Tommy Thomas of the 


Harris County criminal in- 
telliegence and narcotics divi- 
sion said the raid came after a 
year of investigations which in- 
cluded help from an informer. 


It was the first time local of- 


ficers used the new law which 
went into effect Jan. 1. 


Thomas said a grand jury re- 


turned nine felony indictments 
Monday paving the way for the 
officers to raid the parlors. 


Army Plans Mock Combat 


SAN ANTONIO (AP) - Kids 


play cowboys by saying "Bang! 
Bang! You're dead," and now 
the Army is going to simulate 
combat 
conditions by using 


much the same technique. 


By sighting an opponent with 


his naked eye or through a rifle 
scope, a soldier may announce 
he has killed the opponent. 


The new mock combat tech- 


nique is called SCOPE, an acr- 
onym for Squad Combat Oper- 
ation Exercise, and the 5th U.S.- 
Army, headquartered here at 
Ft. Sam Houston, says it will 
be initially tested by reservists 
and National Guardsmen from 
Texas and three neighboring 
states. 


Sighting an opponent is called 


"scoping" him, the Army says. 


SCOPE "will bring into being 


a heretofore unattainable de- 
gree of realism and player in- 
volvement in squad exercises," 
says the Army. 


SCOPE works like this: 
Each soldier has a scope- 


mounted, 
blank-loaded 
M1G 


rifle. On the front, back and 
sides of his helmet are two-dig- 
it numbers readable through 
the rifle scope at about one- 
eighth mile and by the naked 
eye at about 40 yards. 


According to the Army, the 


size of the digits and the pow- 
ers of the scopes "have been 


selected as accurately repre- 
senting the various reasonable 
'kill' distances which may be 
expected ..." 


In other words, if a soldier in 


a mock exercise can see an op- 
ponent's numbers through his 
rifle scope, he reasonably could 
be expected to extinguish the 
opponent in a real situation. 


Both the attackers and de- 


fenders in a mock exercise will 
have "controllers" who will be 


available to take down the 
numbers of the opponents who 
have been "scoped". The con- 
troller then tells the opposing 
combat team by radio and the 
"scoped" opponent is elimi- 
nated. 


Air Force's 'Flower Puppy' Is AWOL 


SAN ANTONIO, Tex. (AP)_ 


Fritz, a nonviolent German 
Shepherd whose desire to be- 
come a patrol dog is question- 
able, is AWOL from his Air 
Force kennels. 


"We're comparing him with 


flower children, calling him our 
flower puppy," said informa- 
tion officer Doug Moore when 
asked to confirm that Fritz had 
deserted his fellow dogs at 
Lackland Air Force Base. 


Fritz, eluding his trainers at 


the Department of Defense Dog 
Center at Lackland, is roaming 
nearby underbrush and mead- 
ows. Perhaps it is a rebellion 
against the legacy of aggres- 
sion his breed carries. 


His problem in patrol dog 


training has been his nonvio- 
lence and his shyness toward 
humans, said Moore. 


"You 
might liken him to the 


son of an All-American football 
player who wants to be a con- 
cert pianist," said Moore. 


However, for Fritz, a hand- 


some black and silver three- 
year-old, an apparent problem 
is that he must become a patrol 
dog or else. 


That is, if he is caught again. 
Because of the nature of the 


Air Force training program, 
Fritz can't return to civilian 
life once he has been exposed 
to the training. If all efforts to 
make him a patrol dog fail, he 


will be eliminated by an over- 
dose of tranqiu'lizers, Air Force 
officials confirmed. 


Such a demise for a patrol 


dog candidate would be "very, 
very unusual", said Moore. 


Fritz came to patrol dog 


school last April and, until the 
night of Jan. 5 was among 
about 220 canine classmates 
who were either bought or con- 
tributed to the Air Force pro- 
gram. 


Since then, he flunked twice, 


said Moore, and was under- 
going a third retraining as a 
basic patrol dog when he 
drifted. Other, more tractable 
German Shepherd types be- 
come security dogs for the Air 


Force and some even do post- 
graduate work to be explosive 
or drug detection dogs for law 
enforcement agencies. 


Being nonviolent, Fritz is not 


a danger to any family near 
Lackland who might find him 
in the daisies in their backyard, 
says Moore.

ment. 


Fort Worth Raid Conducted 


FORT WORTH (AP) - Federal, county and city law en- 


forcement agenci°s have virtually closed down the pornog- 
raphy business in Tarrant County in a sweep of nine theaters 
which netted thousands of films and pieces of merchandise 
and equipment. 


The Tuesday operation, in the planning stages for several 


weeks, involved about 70 persons from district attorney's of- 
fice, Fort Worth police and the Internal Revenue Service. 


Twenty-two persons, including at least one theater op- 


erator, were arrested. 


Asst. Dist. Atty. Joe Shannon Jr. said all of those taken into 


custody were allowed to sign a personal recognizance bonds 
to gain their release. 


The raids began simultaneously at noon and cataloging of 


the materials taken continued late Tuesday. 


"The whole thing was very well coordinated and very suc- 


cessful," Dist. Atty. Tim Curry said. "Of course, this will be 
an ongoing thing." 


"When we started this thing, we decided there would be no 


exceptions," he said, referring to other theaters which show 
pornographic films but were not raided.

Fire Chief Charlie Tieman 


had some words of advice for 
those who, during the "energy 
crisis," may be storing quan- 
tities of gasoline in homes, 
garages or car trunks: "Don't 
do it - this is real dangerous." 


Gasoline should "definitely 


not be stored" in a home, 
garage or extra cans carried in 
vehicles, Tieman said. 


"One 
gallon 
of 
gasoline 


vaporized amounts to about 200 
sticks of dynamite in explosive 
power," Tieman warned.

specific reports that any citizen 
here has been storing gasoline, 
but after reading reports in the 
press where this has been done 
so many other places 
he 


became concerned and wanted 
to warn the public and urge they 
not take risks. 


TIEMAN said Corsicana does 


not have an ordinance on the 
matter, but state law sets a 
limit of two gallons of gasoline 
that 
may 
be 
stored 
in 


residences, and specifies then it 
should be in "safety cans" that 
are vented. 


He emphasized that gasoline 


should never be kept in glass 
gars because of the expansive 
nature of the volatile fluid when 
it becomes heated. 


"I 
definitely 
advise 


homeowners or anybody else 
not to use gasoline for cleaning 


purposes 
due 
to the 
high 


hazards of fire or explosion," 
Tieman said. 


CARRYING spare cans of gas 


in car trunks increases the 
hazard of fire and explosions in 
accidents and should not be 
done, Tieman cautioned. 


"I would hope that the public 


would not store gas at home or 
in their cars and would show 
good enough judgment not to do 
this. This endangers not only 
themselves, but the property 
and homes of their neighbors and 
the lives of the firemen who are 
called out to fires. If firement 
are not aware that gasoline is 


stored in a house or garage, 
they could be killed in an ex- 
plosion and I am concerned 
about their lives as well as the 
safety of the public," Tieman 
said. 


He also cautioned against 


residents turning to oil heaters 
for warmth in their homes 
during the days of lowered 
thermostats. 


"I wouldn't recommend using 


oil heaters in homes for heating 
for anybody unless they know 
what they are doing and are 
completely familiar with their 
operation," Tieman said, and 
even then he feels it is not a risk 
that should be taken.

"The U.S. Department of Labor 
reports that only 31 per cent of 
31,279 establishments checked 
during the 12 months ending 
June, 1973, were found to be in 
compliance with job safety and 
health standards."
